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An  art  gallery  of  wild  animals,  birds  and  fish  portrayed  by  Alex  Colville,  a 
Canadian  artist  of  international  reputation,  has  been  chosen  for  the  new  designs 
that  will  appear  on  the  special  Centennial  coinage  to  commemorate  the  hundredth 
anniversary  next  year  of  Canada’s  Confederation. 

The  Honourable  Mitchell  Sharp,  Minister  of  Finance,  has  announced  that 
designs  submitted  by  the  Sackville,  N.B.,  artist  for  the  reverse  sides  of  all  six 
denominations  of  coins  were  selected  by  an  11-member  board  of  judges  in  a 
competition  that  was  opened  in  1964. 

Mr.  Colville  has  pictured  a  Canada  Goose  in  flight  for  the  silver  dollar,  a  wolf 
in  mid-howl  for  the  50  cent  coin,  a  prowling  wildcat  for  the  25  cent  coin,  a  sleek 
mackerel  for  the  10  cent  coin,  a  speeding  rabbit  for  the  five  cent  coin,  and  a  dove 
for  the  one  cent  coin. 

He  said  that  in  choosing  his  images.  “I  decided  that  only  the  world  of  nature 
would  provide  themes  with  sufficient  depth  of  meaning." 

“It  is  a  question  of  finding  images  which  are  worthy  and  appropriate  for  use 
in  celebrating  our  country’s  Centennial,  images  which  will  express  not  merelv  some 
particular  time,  place  or  event  but  a  whole  centurv  of  Canada,  and  even  more" 


The  Centennial  coins  to  be  issued  at  the  start  of  1967  represent  the  first  full- 
scale  redesigning  of  the  reverse  of  Canadian  coinage  in  30  years  —  since  1937.  In 
that  period,  special  commemorative  designs  have  appeared  for  brief  periods  on 
only  the  five  cent  coin  and  silver  dollar. 

The  Minister  of  Finance  said  the  Government  will  consider  next  year  whether 
the  new  designs  will  be  adopted  for  regular  issue  following  the  Centennial  year. 
The  Centennial  coins  will  carry  the  words  “Canada  1867-1967”. 

“The  response  of  the  public  should,  of  course  be  considered  in  making  that 
decision,  and  we  will  be  most  interested  in  hearing  from  Canadians  as  to  how 
they  like  these  new  designs”,  Mr.  Sharp  said. 

The  Minister  said  that  a  country’s  coinage  is  one  of  the  ways  in  which  it  can  give 
expression  to  its  culture.  “The  power  and  beauty  of  these  designs  reflects  the 
character  and  spirit  of  our  people,”  he  added. 

The  Colville  designs  were  selected  from  among  many  attractive  designs  submitted 
by  Canadian  artists.  Four  other  entries  received  honourable  mention:  submissions 
by  Roland  D.  Guilbault  of  Jonquiere,  Que.;  Eric  Aldwinckle  of  Toronto;  Arthur 
Price  of  Cyrville,  Ont.:  and  the  late  Elizabeth  Wynn  Wood  of  Willowdale,  Ont.  The 
board  of  judges  included  prominent  Canadian  artists  and  designers  and  senior 
public  servants. 

Mr.  Colville,  45,  was  born  in  Toronto  but  grew  up  in  Amherst,  N.S.  He  was  a 
Canadian  army  war  artist  between  1944-46,  and  taught  at  Mount  Allison  University 
in  Sackville  from  1946-1963.  He  has  had  three  one-man  shows  of  his  work  in 
New  York  and  two  similar  shows  in  Toronto.  He  was  one  of  three  artists  chosen  to 
represent  Canada  in  this  year’s  Venice  Biennial,  and  his  paintings  are  in  the  collections 
of  six  Canadian  galleries  and  of  the  New  York  Museum  of  Modern  Art. 

His  style  has  been  described  as  “magic  realism”. 

A  recent  Toronto  show  of  his  paintings  was  described  by  art  critic  Robert 
Fulford  as  “powerful,  highly  charged  pictures  of  common  objects  and  ordinary 
people,  of  barns  and  boats  and  men  and  women  and  dogs,  all  of  them  painted  with 
such  intensity  that  they  soar  far  beyond  anything  we  can  call  realism.” 

Mr.  Colville  said  that  in  choosing  birds,  animals  and  fish  for  his  designs,  “I 
wished  to  use  creatures  which  were  common,  which  had  certain  moving  or  symbolic 
associations,  and  which  had  not  been  made  trite  by  repeated  and,  perhaps,  un¬ 
thinking  usage.” 

The  designer  has  commented  on  the  attributes  he  sees  in  the  six  natural 
creatures  he  selected.  Some  excerpts;  the  Canada  goose — “it  is  one  of  our  most 
majestic  creatures  and  is  also  particularly  Canadian”;  the  wolf  —  “symbolic  of 
the  vastness  and  loneliness  of  Canada”;  the  wildcat  —  “expressive  of  a  certain 
intelligent  independence  and  capacity  for  formidable  action”;  the  mackerel  —  “one 
of  the  most  beautiful  and  streamlined  fish”;  the  rabbit  —  “symbolically  connected 
with  ideas  of  fertility,  new  life  and  promise”;  the  dove  —  “having  associations  with 
spiritual  values  and  also  with  peace.”

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"In  considering  what  would  be  most  suitable  for  Centennial  coins,  I  decided  that 
only  the  world  of  nature  would  provide  themes  with  sufficient  depth  of  meaning. 
It  is  a  question  of  finding  images  which  are  worthy  and  appropriate  for  use  in 
celebrating  our  country’s  Centennial,  images  which  will  express  not  merely  some 
particular  time,  place  or  event,  but  a  whole  century  of  Canada,  and  even  more; 
natural  creatures  provide  this  enduring  and  meaningful  continuum. 
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"Admittedly  there  have  been  persons  and  human  events  in  the  century  of 
our  history  which  could  be  memorialized,  but  I  believe  that  these  are  of  more 
fleeting  and  doubtful  significance.  The  elements  of  nature  have  been,  and  are.  here, 
all  around  us;  they  are  our  context;  I  would  even  say  that  nature  is  a  kind  of  golden 
metre  against  which  human  acts  are  measured.  It  is  no  accident  that  animals  have 
appeared  as  powerful  symbols  in  the  life  and  art  of  man  from  the  beginning  of 
history.  Thus  I  believe  that  nature  provides  us  with  that  which  is  most  worth) 
of  being,  so  to  speak,  "held  up",  praised  and  remembered. 

"I  therefore  decided  to  use  birds,  animals,  fish,  as  my  images.  I  wished  to  use 
creatures  which  were  common,  which  had  certain  moving  or  symbolic  associations, 
and  which  had  not  been  made  trite  by  repeated  and,  perhaps,  unthinking  usage." 

Notes  on  Individual  Designs 

One  Dollar:  “The  Canada  goose  seems  appropriate  for  the  dollar  since  it  is 
one  of  our  most  majestic  creatures  and  is  also  particularly  Canadian.  There  are 
other  associations  with  travelling  over  great  spaces,  and  a  kind  of  serene  dynamic 
quality  in  this  bird.” 

Fifty  Cent;  “The  wolf,  unfortunately  no  longer  common,  is  here  symbolic  of  the 
vastness  and  loneliness  of  Canada,  and  thus  of  our  tradition  and,  to  a  degree,  of 
our  present  condition.  Yet  the  wolf  is  not  a  pathetic  creature.” 

Twenty-five  Cent:  "The  wildcat  (bobcat)  seemed  appropriate  for  this  coin, 
which  is  large  enough  for  the  subtle  shape  of  this  common,  though  rarely  seen, 
animal.  It  is  expressive  of  a  certain  intelligent  independence  and  capacity  for  for¬ 
midable  action.” 

Ten  Cent:  "Being  the  smallest  coin,  this  requires  a  simple  and  unambiguous 
image.  I  used  the  mackerel,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  streamlined  fish,  common 
on  both  coasts.  The  fish  has  ancient  religious  implications;  I  think  of  it  as  a  symbol 
of  continuity.” 

Five  Cent:  "The  rabbit  (varying  hare)  is  common,  much  loved  by  children,  per¬ 
haps  because  of  its  vulnerability.  It  survives  by  alterness  and  speed,  and  is  sym¬ 
bolically  connected  with  ideas  of  fertility,  new  life  and  promise  —  it  is  thus  a 
future,  or  united,  animal.” 

One  Cent:  “For  this  I  wished  to  use  a  very  common  bird,  but  one  with  sym¬ 
bolic  overtones.  I  selected  the  dove  (rock  dove)  —  very  common,  in  cities  as  well  as 
the  country,  as  the  pigeon,  and  having  associations  with  spiritual  values  and  also 
with  peace.”

New  designs  for  Canada's  special  issue  of  Centennial  coins  have  come  from 
the  easel  of  New  Brunswick  artist  Alex  Colville.  But  to  transform  the  designs  into 
finished  coins  will  require  nine  major  steps  in  production,  using  skills  ranging  from 
sculptor  to  metallurgist. 

At  one  point  an  electronic  "three  dimensional  pantograph"  will  take  over  from 
human  craftsmen. 

The  complex  nine-stage  process  developed  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  has 
earned  for  il  a  high  world  reputation  for  the  quality  and  appearance  of  its  coins 
and  medallions. 
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First  step  in  the  process  is  virtually  complete  —  the  sculpting  of  plaster 
replicas,  eight  inches  in  diameter,  of  the  six  new  designs  of  animals,  birds  and  fish 
to  appear  on  the  reverse  side  of  Canadian  coins  in  1967. 

From  this  original  plaster,  a  second  plaster  cast  called  an  intaglio  is  made  — 
a  mould  which  is  the  reverse  of  the  first  plaster  cameo.  This  mould  is  waxed  and 
an  impression  in  acrylic  —  a  hard  plastic  similar  to  dental  plates  —  is  taken  from 
it.  The  acrylic  model,  still  eight  inches  across,  is  mounted  on  the  pantograph.  This 
is  an  automatic  device  which  engraves  the  design  on  a  steel  master  die  and  at  the 
same  time  reduces  it  in  scale  to  the  size  of  the  final  coin. 

Corrections  and  improvements  are  made  by  hand  engravers  on  the  master  die 
before  the  steel  is  hardened  and  tempered.  The  design  now  is  ready  for  transferring 
onto  another  piece  of  steel  which  is  to  be  the  matrice  —  the  “negative”  or  reverse 
of  the  master  die. 

A  block  of  softer  steel  is  coned  and  polished  free  of  all  blemishes.  The  master 
die  and  soft  steel  cone  are  brought  together  in  a  hydraulic  press  with  the  point  of 
the  matrice  placed  in  the  dead  centre  of  the  die  and  the  impression  transferred 
into  the  soft  steel  at  pressures  of  up  to  100  tons. 

The  Mint  then  produces  from  this  matrice  its  “working  punch”.  It  is  these 
punches  which  are  used  in  making  the  working  dies  that  are  employed  in  the  Mint’s 
coin  presses  to  manufacture  the  actual  coins.  In  presses  capable  of  producing  up  to 
225  coins  a  minute,  the  working  dies  have  a  relatively  short  life  and  must  be 
replaced  periodically.

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&4u£tralian  decimal  Coin  Production 


One  of  the  most  gratifying  aspects  of  the  Australian  changeover  to  decimal 
currency,  Treasurer,  the  Hon.  William  McMahon,  M.P.  said,  was  the  plentiful 
supply  of  one  and  2-cent  coins,  which  are  the  only  new  coins  which  do  not  have 
exact  values  in  the  old  currency.  The  fact  that  no  restrictions  whatsoever  have 
been  placed  on  requisitions  made  by  the  Australian  hanks  for  these  two  coins  has 
greatly  reduced  change-giving  problems,  and  has  possibly  encouraged  large  numbers 
of  small  shopkeepers  to  change  over  completely  to  decimal  currency  much  earliei 
than  had  been  expected. 

In  similar  fashion,  the  fact  that  by  C-day  there  was  a  new  decimal  note  in 
stock  to  replace  every  £.  s.d.  note  on  issue  made  it  possible  for  a  quick  start  to  be 
made  on  the  full  replacement  of  the  old  notes  by  the  new.  This  undoubtedly  was  a 
most  important  factor  in  encouraging  the  general  public  to  become  “decimal 
conscious”. 

By  C-Day  484  million  one  and  2-cent  coins  had  been  minted.  Mr.  McMahon 
said  that  this  figure  far  exceeded  estimates  which  had  been  made  a  year  or  two  ago. 
and  that  the  three  Australian  Mints  deserved  the  highest  praise  for  achieving  such 
an  excellent  rate  of  production.  Despite  the  transfer  of  45  members  of  its  staff  to 
the  Royal  Australian  Mint  in  Canberra,  the  Melbourne  Mint  produced  141  million 
coins  in  1965,  or  50  per  cent  more  than  it  had  ever  produced  before  in  one  year. 
The  Perth  Mint  also  suffered  from  transfers  to  the  Royal  Australian  Mint,  and  lost 
15  of  its  staff  in  this  way.  Its  production  in  1965  was  108  million,  which  was  more 
than  double  the  maximum  annual  production  achieved  in  1963  and  earlier  years. 

The  processing  area  of  the  Royal  Australian  Mint  in  Canberra  was  merely 
a  large  excavation  in  July  1963,  yet  the  Mint  was  opened  by  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh 
in  February  1965  as  a  fully  operating  concern.  It  produced  213  million  coins  in  its 
first  year  of  operation,  or  nearly  50  per  cent  more  than  had  been  set  as  a  likely 
target.  The  Royal  Australian  Mint  is  now  operating  at  its  full  capacity  of  300  million 
coins  per  year. 

The  Reserve  Bank’s  Note  Printing  Branch  in  Melbourne  commenced  printing 
the  new  dollar  notes  in  July  1965  and  had  182  million  of  them  available  by  C-day 
also  a  record  rate  of  production.  By  4th  March,  some  115  million  of  the  new  notes 
had  been  issued. 

Total  production  of  decimal  coins  until  4th  March  was  616  million,  and  the 
following  table  shows  how  many  of  these  coins  were  issued  to  the  banks  prior  to 
C-day,  and  in  the  three  succeeding  weeks,  and  also  gives  details  of  stocks  held  in 
reserve.

The  first  production  run  of  the  50-cent  coin  was  minted  to  about  19  million 
coins  in  order  to  test  the  public’s  reaction.  The  coin  seems  to  be  proving  popular 
and  future  production  will  keep  pace  with  public  demand. 

Mr.  McMahon  said  he  had  also  noticed  criticism  that  the  Government  had  not 
taken  positive  action  to  withdraw  threepences,  pennies  and  half-pennies  from 
circulation.  The  position  is  that  every  organisation  in  Australia  is  free  to  change  to 
decimal  currency  operation  whenever  it  wishes.  The  only  limitation  will  be  that,  at 
the  end  of  the  “transition”  period  of  up  to  two  years,  a  date  will  be  proclaimed  after 
which  new  contracts  and  other  legal  documents  expressed  in  £  s.d.  will  no  longer 
have  any  force,  and  all  commercial  concerns  in  Australia  will  of  necessity  operate 
entirely  in  decimals. 

However,  some  firms  will  not  have  their  monetary  machines  converted  to 
decimals  until  1967,  and  it  would  be  most  unfair  of  the  Government  to  create  a 
shortage  of  threepences,  pennies  and  half-pennies,  and  thus  to  force  some  of  these 
firms  to  quote  prices  and  give  change  in  decimals  while  all  of  their  cash  registers 
and  accounting  machines  were  still  operating  in  £s.d.  Nevertheless,  the  Decimal 
Currency  Board  of  doing  everything  possible  to  reduce  the  machine  conversion 
period.  The  Board  itself,  the  machine  companies,  the  machine  users  and  the  general 
public  will  all  stand  to  benefit  if  the  conversion  period  can  be  reduced  and  Mr. 
McMahon  personally  hoped  that  this  will  prove  possible.  It  must  be  remembered, 
he  said,  that  the  conversion  programme  for  cash  registers,  adding  machines  and 
accounting  machines  alone  involves  the  conversion  of  approximately  200,000  mach¬ 
ines  spread  throughout  150  conversion  zones  throughout  Australia,  and  the  use 
of  some  10,000,000  machine  parts  by  over  1,000  technicians  working  in  48 
strategically  placed  workshops. 

In  theory,  the  conversion  programme  could  have  been  cut  to  quite  a  short 
period  by  waiting  until  sufficient  one  and  2-cent  coins  had  been  minted  and  by 
replacing  all  eligible  machines  by  new  decimal  machines  (presumably  at  the  tax¬ 
payers’  expense)  instead  of  converting  them.  The  business  community  itself  would 
then  have  needed  to  replace  virtually  all  ineligible  machines  by  new  decimal 
machines  as  a  matter  of  urgency.  The  overall  cost  of  this  would  have  been  astron¬ 
omical,  and  the  Government  is  convinced  that  the  plan  recommended  by  the 
Decimal  Currency  Board  was  the  most  practicable  one  in  the  circumstances. 

Vast  numbers  of  threepences,  pennies  and  half-pennies  have  been  returned  to 
the  Reserve  Bank  since  C-day — 98  million  threepences,  100  million  pennies  and 
5  million  half-pennies.  The  return  flow  will  continue  throughout  the  conversion 
period.  All  of  these  coins  will  be  melted  down  or  refined  and  will  be  available  for 
minting  new  decimal  coins.  However,  so  long  as  some  commercial  concerns  wish 
to  continue  operating  in  £  s.d.,  all  banks  will  retain  sufficient  numbers  of  three¬ 
pences,  pennies  and  half-pennies  to  meet  their  requirements. 

Mr.  McMahon  repeated  that  all  commercial  undertakings  have  a  complete  free¬ 
dom  of  choice  when  they  will  change  over  to  decimal  operation,  even  though  it 
has  become  apparent  that  many  customers  are  confused  if  shops  decide  not  to 
price  their  articles  and  give  change  in  the  same  currency  in  which  their  cash 
registers  are  operating.  Whatever  decisions  are  made  by  shopkeepers,  there  should 
be  plenty  of  coins  —  both  £  s.d.  and  decimals  —  to  meet  their  requirements  for 
many  months  ahead.

I  his  imaginative  “naval  battle”  took  place  during  the  North  West  Rebellion, 
one  phase  of  a  comic  opera  war  that  forms  part  of  the  history  of  Canada.  I  he  center 
of  this  story  is  the  Northwest  Navigation  Company’s  river  steamer  “Northcote”  It 
was  named  for  Sir  Stafford  Northcote,  a  governor  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company 
The  boat  was  built  in  1874  and  was  used  until  1887.  A  stern-wheeler,  it  was  some¬ 
what  smaller  than  its  newer  sister  ship  “Marquis”  which  was  202  feet  in  length 

Major-General  Frederick  Middleton  with  850  men  made  his  way  up  the 
Qu'Appelle  valley,  north  by  the  Touchwood  Trail  and  Humboldt  to  the  South 
Saskatchewan  River  at  Batoche  Ferry  with  a  large  wagon  train  of  supplies  and 
nine  guns.  I  he  General  took  a  leisurely  six  weeks  to  accomplish  w  hat  should  have 
been  done  in  three. 

The  Northcote  was  at  Medicine  Hat  and  was  ordered  down  stream  to  meet 
Col.  Otter's  column  and  ferry  them  across  the  river.  The  spring  floods  had  not 
arrived  to  raise  the  water  level  in  the  river.  The  steamer  drew  26  inches  of  water 
and  often  had  less  than  20  on  the  trip  which  took  a  week.  Shoals  delayed  its 
progress  and  it  was  more  or  less  walked  down  stream  on  poles. 

After  assisting  in  ferrying  500  men  with  their  horses  and  wagons  the 
Northcote  continued  downstream  with  a  portion  of  the  Midland  Battalion,  medical 
personnel  and  Capt.  Howard,  late  of  the  U.S.  Army,  with  a  Gatling  gun  After  a 
very  slow  trip  it  finally  joined  Middleton’s  column  on  May  7,  1885. 

Middleton  decided  to  move  against  the  rebels  at  Batoche  on  May  9.  It  was  to  be 
a  combined  operations  attack  with  the  Northcote  drifting  downstream  and  opening 
fire  on  the  rifle  pits  along  the  river.  The  whistle  was  to  signal  its  progress  to  the 
land  troops  who  were  to  attack  simultaneously. 

The  decks  of  the  steamer  were  fortified  with  boxes  of  meat,  sacks  of  oats  and 
planks  stripped  from  Gabriel  Dumont's  farm  at  Gabriel's  Crossing  on  May  8.  Two 
heavily  loaded  barges  were  in  tow  having  on  board  35  men  or  half  of  “C”  Company 
of  the  School  of  Infantry  from  Toronto  under  Major  Smith  and  Ft.  Scott.  Also  on 
board  were  Chief  Transport  Officer  Bedson,  Lt’s  Elliott  and  Gibson  of  the  Royal 
Grenadiers  and  Capt.  Wise  A.D.C.  and  Lt.  H.  J.  Macdonald  on  board  sick. 

Gabriel  Dumont,  the  rebel  military  leader,  had  placed  30  men  in  the  bush  and 
timber  along  the  river  to  fire  on  the  boat  and  he  told  others  to  lower  the  steel  ferry 
cable  across  the  river  to  capsize  the  boat  if  it  appeared. 

The  attack  had  been  set  for  8:00  a.m.  but  somehow  the  boat  got  there  a  little 
bit  early  and  the  troops  an  hour  later.  Cooperation  was  lost.  As  the  boat  approached 
the  rebels  fired  at  it.  The  wheelhouse  was  unprotected  and  the  helmsman  threw  him¬ 
self  on  the  floor,  the  vessel  got  into  the  rapids,  drifted  to  a  sandbar  and  finally  back 
to  the  main  stream.  The  rebels  were  slow  in  lowering  the  ferry  cable  and  only 
caught  the  masts,  spars,  whistle  and  twin  smoke  stacks  which  crashed  to  the  deck  and 
caused  a  fire.  The  fire  was  quickly  doused  but  with  the  whistle  gone  and  no  draft 
for  the  boilers  the  Northcote  drifted  helplessly  downstream  closely  pursued  by  the 
rebels  on  shore.  The  rebels  returnd  to  Batoche  and  after  considerable  delay  the  smoke 
funnels  were  repaired  and  the  boat  went  further  down  stream  to  Hudson  Bay  ferry 
for  wood.  It  met  the  Marquis  with  25  North  West  Mounted  Police  on  board  and 
returned  upstream  together  the  evening  of  May  10  to  find  the  battle  was  over 

A  headline  for  May  10.  1885  in  the  New  York  Herald  reads  “Loyal  Navy 
Disabled”.  A  fitting  figure  of  speech!  The  battle  for  Batoche  was  finally  won  in 
spite  of  the  leadership  and  the  Northcote  had  the  honor  of  transporting  1  ouis  Riel 
from  Batoche  to  Saskatoon  on  his  way  to  trial  and  death 

I  he  nominal  roll  for  the  steamer  Northcote  follows;  all  personnel  were  entitled 
to  a  North  West  Canada  1885  medal  with  the  clasp  Saskatchewan.  Many  of  the 
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medals  and  clasps  were  returned  to  Ottawa  as  the  address  of  the  person  was 
unknown.  In  this  roll  the  issue  of  a  medal  and  clasp  is  shown  by  the  letter  m  or  c 
in  brackets.

The  American  Numismatic  Association  agrees  to  pay  a  reward  to  the  person  or 
persons  submitting  written  evidence  to  the  A.N.A.  Executive  Secretary  which  leads  to 
the  arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person  or  persons  committing  burglary,  theft  or 
robbery  of  numismatic  items  owned  by  any  member  of  the  A.N.A.  Authorization 
to  pay  the  reward  will  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Governors  according  to  the 
following  rules: 

1.  If  the  retail  price  of  the  numismatic  items  stolen  is  less  than  $5,000,  the 
reward  shall  be  $250.  If  the  retail  price  of  the  numismatic  items  stolen  is  at  least 
$5,000,  and  not  more  than  $20,000,  the  reward  shall  be  $500.  If  the  retail  price  of 
the  numismatic  items  stolen  is  in  excess  of  $20,000,  the  reward  shall  be  $1,000. 

2.  The  reward  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  A.N.A.  until  all  appellate  proceedings 
have  been  completed  and  the  accused  has  received  an  ultimate  conviction. 

3.  If  one  person  (or  more  if  working  together  in  the  same  theft)  is  arrested 
and  convicted  in  more  than  one  theft,  the  reward  shall  be  paid  only  once,  but  the 
amount  of  the  reward  shall  be  determined  by  the  total  amount  stolen  from  A.N.A. 
members  in  accordance  with  rule  no.  1. 

4.  If  more  than  one  person  is  involved  in  a  theft  of  numismatic  items,  the  reward 
shall  be  paid  in  full  only  if  all  persons  involved  are  arrested  and  convicted.  A  pro¬ 
portionate  amount  will  be  offered  if  less  than  all  involved  are  arrested  and 
convicted. 

5.  All  claims  for  reward  shall  be  made  not  later  than  90  days  following  the 
conviction. 

6.  Law  enforcement  officers  are  not  eligible  for  this  reward. 

7.  The  A.N.A.  Reward  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  regarding  any  disputes  arising  over  a  reward  payment.  The  Board’s  de¬ 
cision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

8.  The  name  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  reward  is  given  may  be 
withheld  if  it  is  considered  in  the  best  interest  of  the  recipient. 

9.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  reward  in  connection  with  any  theft  in  which 
he  has  participated,  unless  such  reward  is  approved  by  the  A.N.A.  Reward 
Committee. 

10.  The  word  “theft”  as  used  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  "burglary,  theft 
or  robbery.” 

11.  This  reward  offer  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  by  publication  of  such 
withdrawal  in  The  Numismatist.  Such  withdrawal  shall  not  apply  to  rewards  based 
on  evidence  submitted  to  the  Executive  Secretary  prior  to  such  publication. 
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cA  l  In  icfiie  Commemorative  banknote 

by  Marvin  Kay,  M.D. 

By  means  of  its  banknotes  a  country  can  put  on  display  its  most  beautiful, 
natural  landscapes  or  its  most  impressive  man-made  objects.  Also,  of  course,  it  can 
honour  its  present  or  past  monarchs  or  presidents.  Occasionally,  a  country  may 
honour  a  statesman,  a  military  leader,  or  a  scientist  for  outstanding  achievements 
by  having  his  likeness  appear  on  that  country’s  banknotes.  Rarely,  however,  has 
such  a  distinction  been  given  to  a  physician  for  his  accomplishments  in  the  field  ol 
Medicine. 

It  seems  that,  in  order  for  a  physician  to  be  portrayed  on  his  country’s  bank 
notes,  he  must  first  attain  political  leadership  in  that  country.  For  example,  the 
paper  money  of  China  portrays  a  physician.  Dr.  Sun  Yat-Sen.  He  is  not  being 
commemorated  as  a  medical  doctor  but  as  a  leader  of  that  country,  f  he  banknotes 
of  the  Philippines  portray  Dr.  Jose  Rizal.  and  thus  acknowledge  his  efforts  to 
establish  a  free,  independent  nation.  But,  here  again,  it  is  his  political  activities, 
and  not  his  medical  activities  which  are  being  honoured. 


Thus,  although  physicians  have  constantly  directed  their  efforts  to  improve  the 
well-being  of  humanity,  and  although  many  of  their  great  medical  discoveries  have 
actually  changed  the  course  of  history,  physcians  commemorated  on  a  country's 
currency  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  While  it  is  true  that  physicians  have 
been  honoured  frequently,  indeed  hundreds  of  times,  on  postage  stamps,  it  is  also 
true  that  no  physician  has  been  commemorated  for  his  medical  skills  on  the  bank¬ 
notes  of  any  country  in  the  world,  with  one  exception. 

On  January  2.  1953,  the  Republic  of  Austria  issued  a  500  Schilling  note  as 
shown  bearing  the  likeness  of  Dr.  Julius  Wagner-Jauregg.  Dr  Wagner-Jauregg  was 
born  in  Wells,  Upper  Austria,  on  March  7.  1857.  He  graduated  as  a  medical  doctor  in 
1880  from  the  University  of  Vienna.  Dr.  Wagner-Jauregg  was  interested  in  the  studv 

of  the  nervous  system,  a  field  in  which  he  did  much  experimentation.  In  1889,  he 

became  the  Professor  of  Psychiatry  and  Neurology  at  the  Universitv  of  lira/  In 

1893,  he  returned  to  the  University  of  Vienna  where  he  occupied  the  same  high 

positon 
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As  a  result  of  his  malaria  injection  therapy  for  general  paresis  of  the  insane. 
Dr.  Wagner-Jauregg  was  the  recipient  of  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Medicine  in  1927.  Dr. 
Wagner-Jauregg  died  at  the  age  of  83  in  Vienna,  on  September  27,  1940. 

This  500  Schilling  note  is  roughly  equivalent  in  both  size  and  value  to  our 
twenty  dollar  bill.  It  measures  188  mm  long  by  88  mm  wide.  Featured  in  the  lower 
right-hand  corner  on  the  obverse  is  a  picture  of  Dr.  Wagner-Jauregg.  He  is  shown 
peering  out  from  beneath  dark,  bushy  eyebrows.  His  upper  lip  is  hidden  beneath 
a  huge  handlebar  moustache.  One  wonders  why  he  is  wearing  his  coat  collar  up¬ 
turned.  To  the  left,  also  on  the  obverse,  is  a  snake.  The  snake  is  the  symbol  of 
healing,  associated  with  Asclepius,  the  God  of  Medicine. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  this  banknote  is  shown  the  University  of  Vienna,  the 
alma  mater  of  Dr.  Wagner-Jauregg. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Australia  also  issued  a  coin  honouring 
a  physician  for  his  medical  achievements.  It  is  a  25  Schilling  silver  coin  of  1929, 
which  commemorates  the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  Dr.  Theodor  Billroth.  Brazil 
followed  soon  after  with  a  cupro-nickel  coin,  400  Reis  (1936-8),  to  honour  Dr. 
Oswaldo  Cruz.  These  are  the  only  two  modern  coins  honouring  physicans,  no  others 
having  been  manufactured  since  the  days  of  the  Greeks  and  Romans.

Fog  and  icy  road  conditions  did  not  keep  approximately  550  persons  .may  from 
the  7th  annual  banquet  and  coin  exhibition  of  the  Waterloo  Coin  Society.  Once 
again  it  was  a  great  success. 

Alex  Munro,  president  of  the  Toronto  C  oin  Club  gave  a  very  interesting  and 
educational  talk  on  an  object  lesson  in  respect  for  another  man’s  belief.  He  stated 
that  the  Spanish  Armada  later  moved  men  to  mutual  respect  as  the  centuries 
went  by  and  that  there  were  many  medals  struck,  commemorating  what  amounted 
to  an  attempt  by  one  country,  Spain,  to  impose  its  religous  beliefs  on  a  “Heretical*' 
country  called  England.  This  imposition  by  force  failed  and  Spain  lost  50  of  its 
130  ships  to  the  smaller  and  more  efficient  English  fleet  .  .  .

A  coin  which  has  proven  to  be  extremely  popular  during  the  past  couple  of  years 
is  the  Half-Cent  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Only  issued  for  two  years,  in  1861  and  1864,  the  number  minted  was  400,000 
each  year.  The  only  comparable  piece  is  the  half-cent  of  New  Brunswick  dated 
1961,  and  this  piece  is  quite  rare  and  eagerly  sought  after. 

With  the  great  interest  and  emphasis  which  is  placed  on  foreign  coin  collect¬ 
ing,  the  Nova  Scotia  Half-Cent  now  becomes  a  Type  Coin  to  coin  collectors  all  over 
the  world  and  in  addition,  these  pieces  are  collected  in  the  Canadian  series,  so  that 
the  demand  has  increased  year  by  year. 

At  one  time,  these  were  easily  obtainable  in  the  New  England  area,  but  after 
checking  dealers’  stocks,  I  now  find  that  they  do  have  an  occasional  piece  or  possibly 
a  few  in  their  stock. 

As  more  and  more  of  these  go  into  collections,  the  number  available  continues 
to  decrease  and  I  have  noticed  over  the  years  that  a  great  many  of  these  pieces  have 
been  mutilated  for  one  reason  or  other  with  holes,  dents,  etc.,  making  them  un¬ 
attractive  to  the  collector.  Small  coins  of  this  sort  disappear  easily,  some  are  lost 
and  never  recovered. 

Both  dates  catalogue  equally,  from  $4.  in  Good  condition,  to  $35.  in  B.U. 
condition.  1  consider  a  B.U.  Half-Cent  a  rare  item  today,  as  one  can  see  fifty  or 
more  of  Part  Red  or  Dull  Unc.  to  one  in  B.U.  condition. 

I  look  for  these  Half-Cents,  not  only  to  increase  in  value,  but  to  become  more 
difficult  to  obtain. 

Maurice  Gould,  Member  No.  60  is  one  of  our  U.S. A.  members  very  much  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  Canadian  series  and  is  the  only  American  to  have  been  elected  a  Fellow 
of  the  Canadian  Numismatic  Research  Society.  Canadian  Numismatics  have  Iona 
been  a  favorite  of  his.

What  h  as  happened  to  coin-collecting?  Why  is  membership  falling  off  in  a  few 
coin  clubs?

“Now  is  the  time  for  us  to  reclaim  the  hobby  as  a  Hobby.  Now  is  the  time 
to  give  a  little  of  our  time  and  energy  to  the  hobby  in  an  enjoyable  way,  dissolve 
the  tarnish  from  the  numismatic  name  and  rebuild,  not  a  healthy  coin  market,  but 
a  healthy  coin  hobby. 

“Come  out  to  a  meeting  and  do  a  little  for  numismatics  by  supporting  your 
club  and  its  activities.  Bring  an  exhibit,  help  on  a  committee,  volunteer  to  serve 
in  an  elected  position  or  help  a  junior  member  to  continue  his  collection. 

“The  takers  are  leaving  the  hobby,  and  it  is  being  returned  to  the  givers,  but  we 
still  have  a  problem,  the  “They  don’t  need  my  help”  people.  On  the  contrary,  friend, 
we  do  need  your  help.  How  about  it?”
